Engine Capacity 

When R. D. Masse was over 
to Canal Point from South Bay 
last week he said he got a 15-

to use that fertilizer. 
Mohler, who was at the head of 
the Kansas agricultural depart- 


ment, urged farmers not to: use] . 


the fertilizer extensively ; he ad- 
vised that they wait at least 
four'years and experiment with 
green fertilizer and compare the 
result with the tests of "the 
commercial fertilizer. It was 
found that although the: com- 
mercial fertilizer increased the 
yield the first year, there was 
no larger yield the second year 
the fertilizer was used than be- 
fore it was used and the yield 
was smaller with fertilizer the 
third year than when no fertil- 
izer was used. So. W. L. Bran- 
don tells me, commenting on 
some remarks on fertilizer made 
in this column last week. Mr. 
Brandon does not think com- 
mercial fertilizers should be 
used anywhere and he advises 
that field peas or velvet beans 
be planted after the spring 
crops are taken off of the 
ground and the vines plowed 
under in the fall. Georgia and 
Florida soils have been ruined 
by cattlemen’s practice of burn- 
ing the grass and by clearing 
land by burning the weeds and 
trash, he says. On the. other 
hand, soil has been built up.and 
maintained in the west by crop 


rotation, mixed farming and the}.
